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Pulent thine eyes (friendly

pinie himſefe, than a ſubiect, 
the rarenes thereot, woꝛthy a contempla⸗ 
tine and conſiderate obſeruatton. The ſig⸗ 
nification whereof, had it ſometimes hap⸗ 
pencd in Ægypt, Syria, Greece, Rome, gz euen 
now amongſt the Heathen people, would 
tt ſh ould no doubt not alittle trauel, c that 
not vnp2ofitably , their Wyzards, Cals 
cars, Oꝛacles, and Altars. But we oꝛ ma- 
ny ol vs, are lately growne {uch natural 
Philolophers, in Argumentes of like 
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Pꝛodigies (if I may ſo terme them) that 
we foꝛme our ſelues, and many others na⸗ 
tural,o2 at the leaſtwiſe negligent Fooles 
in not reuerently admyꝛing them. Euen 
the dꝛeames ol Pharo iuterpꝛeted by Ioſeph, 
became pꝛofitable to Ag pt, and to all 
Ifraell, Meither did Balthaſar tremble 
without cauſe at the hand⸗wꝛpting oz e⸗ 
uer it was expounded by Daniel. Neither 
vet in vayne ſhined the Starre in the 
Eaſt, directing the thꝛee wiſe men to our 
Sauiour in Bethlem. Infinite are the 
Hiſtozies autenticall and pzophane of 
Ghoſts, Beaſtes, Byꝛds, Birthes, Mo⸗ 
tions, Flames, Uiſions, and ſuch like o⸗ 
ther, pꝛelaging and fozeſhowing the wel 
02 ill thzeatned to ſome Eſtates oz parti⸗ 
cular perſons, oꝛ, as it were, dumb y pꝛea⸗ 
ching refo:mat:on in ſome abuſes: which 
foz bzeuitie omitting, Jhaſten to a moſt 
rare and true repoꝛte, of a molt ſtraunge 
and wonderfull ſight , happening of late 
daes euen in England, ſeene and certified 
by many perlonages of great authozitie, 
wotthip:, and creuite. Of which it thus 
followeth. Inthe yeareofour Loꝛd God 
1586. within the pariſh of Crowley nere 
adioyning to the paſtures of the Loꝛdſhip 
of Hatfild, in the Countie of Lyncolne, one 
Richard Wallar, and Richard Preſton, 1 the 
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ſame pariſh of Crowley, hauing ſet cer- 
taine Lime-twigges, intangled and 
caught in the lame leuen great Fowles, 
all of one bignes, c ot intermixt coloures: 
the like whereof were neuer leen oꝛ heard 
ot in any Countrie, by any man hauin 
hitherto ſeene them oꝛ their pictures: 
which being liuely in their true coloures 
purtraped by one Blackborne, à Paynter 
in Yotke, at the pꝛocurement of the right 
worſhipfull Sit Henry Lee Knight, are di⸗ 
uerlly amongeſt diuers perſons diſperſed. 
Three of the ſame Foules were bꝛought 
and pꝛeſented to the ſame Dir Henry Lee, 
then lying at his bꝛothers houſe at Hatfild, 
in Pozke-ſhire. The Fethers on their 
heads and Fronts grewe and ſtood out, 
not vnlike to the fryſled heire of men oꝛ 
women: and the Fethers about their 
necke, being ot diuers coloures, grew and 
ſtood vp very high, even, and founally 
like bnto great Ruffes: and were hilde vp 
with ſtiffe quilles, as it were Myers oꝛ 
Suppoꝛters, ſuch as are now commonly 
bſed of our Gallants. Theſe Foules go⸗ 
ing looſe ,ſeened ſo careles of their liber⸗ 
lie and to eſtape, that (though thꝛeatned 
by ſhaking and ſhouing with the handes, 
oꝛ otherwiſe) they woulde not ſhzinbe 
from, o ſhunne any perſon; _— — 
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ſtill as it were one and the ſame counte⸗ 
naunte, their vſe was all thꝛee in ranke⸗ 
wile, and with great ſtatelineſſe, to walke 
diuers turnes vp and downe in the Hall, 
and theneitſoones to ſtay and dꝛawe all 
their heades and billes together, ſtanding 
ſo à long time, as it were in conſultation 
02 counſell ot ſome weightie matter, and 
then to fall againe to walking, rekuſing 
to take , and not ſceming to make ac- 
count of anymeate , which they were ol⸗ 
tentimes offered. In this oꝛder they con⸗ 
tinued vntill they all thꝛee dyed one alter 
an other, about thꝛee dayes after their ta⸗ 
king. When they were dead, not any 
man with both his handes could ſcarſe 
ſtirre one of their Fethers about their 
neckes. Diners Foulers were ſent fo2 to 
ſee them, but neither could they tel what 
Foules they were, oꝛ euer had ſcene 02 
hearde of the like. 

What thele Foules were, what their 
flight hither, what their taking heere, 
their koꝛme, Fethers, coloure, oꝛoꝛder be⸗ 
fore remembꝛed, ſhould ſigniſie, J cannot 
pꝛognoſtic ate: onely this F obſerue, that 
what ſeemed chiefiie lupernaturall in 
them, thelike , in reſpecte of our Ozna⸗ 
mentes, is ſuperaboundant in vs. It 
were thinke Jan happy erroz (if it be an 
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erroꝛ) that our kryſled and ouer⸗ruffed 
Dames, would conſtrue thele Foules to 
bee fryſled and ruffed Diuelg: and J 
wilh that the repozte of theſe mon⸗ 
ſtrous Byzdes might admoniſh- ſome 
Kufflers, that themſelues are monſtrouſ⸗ 
ly men. Let vs at lengih remember, that 
our Creatoꝛ hath foꝛmed vs, not ſo to de⸗ 
foꝛme our ſelues, being Images of his 
owe ſimilitude. A few thinges (alas) 
ſuffiſe nature, and euery thing ſuperllu⸗ 
ous is meerely vicious. Naked were we 
bozne, and naked in effect ſhall we be bu⸗ 
ried: and then onely was man altogether 
ppy, when man liued altogether na- 
ked, the very ſight therefoze of apparel 
ſhould woke vs to bee ſo farre off from 
Pude and oſtentation thereof, that re- 
membzing the ſame to beonelythe Coue- 
ringes of our ſhame, and the tragicall 
Badges of Adam his tranſgreſſion, and 
ſucceſſiuely from him of our oztginal ſinne, 
we Swan⸗ like, at the ſight of ſuch our 
blacke feete ſhoulde detect our vaine and 
pꝛoud lumes: with this reſolution, that 
the bꝛaueſt are but as bloſſomes, that the 
longeſt liuer ſhall dye: and then, that the 
louelieſt Creature, ſhall lye euen as the 
lothſomeſt carcas: and our ſilken bodyes 
ſhall become ſtincking Carrions. 
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But leact J ſhould rather ſeem to preach 
Athewiich Y cannot ) than to repoꝛte a 
P2ovigie(io2 ſo J conteaue it) ] conclude, 
that zo3wſoener credulous o2 incredulous 
Reader ſhal, oz ſhall not, make pꝛoſit of 
this our monſtrous Spectacle, being far 
ſtraunger than it is heere paynted oꝛ pen 
ned, aſſured J am, that moꝛe Eyes can 
witnefle it, than that any doubtes oꝛ ca- 
uilles canrefelit,oz J ſhall neede woꝛdes 
to affirme it. Farewel: and flie Pꝛide.
